made no reference whatever to the 
funeral according to the statement of 
the jailers, altho they stated that if 
he had expressed a desire to attend 
the service that he. would have been 
allowed to go.

Municipal Judge Frank A. Bolton 


stated this morning that no arrange- 
ments for arraignment have been told 
him, but he felt certain nothing would 
be done on this matter before tomor- 
row. 
The grand jury, it was learned 


from- the clerk's office this morning, 
would not review the case before the 
January sitting:. 


When the mother and son met in 


the jail late yesterday aftsrnoon, the 
boy said upon parting: 


"Mother, put him away nice, just as 


tho he had been good to ua." 


Public sentiment here strongly fa- 


vors the crippled boy and 
stoutly 


criticizes the father because of 
his 


treatment toward his family, this' feel- 
ing becoming more pronounced since 
the mother told of her experience of 
the past twenty-five 
ye,ars, 
during 


which time her late husband bad in- 
flicted so much punishment upon her 
family and herself. 


Coroner S. S. Richards' in the mur- 


der of Judge W. A., Irvine, is as fol- 
lows:'

'"I find that Judge Walter A, Irvine 


came by his death from the effects of 
a gunshot wound inflicted from a shot- 
gun, in the hands of his soh.^Angus." 
,;,r:The' coroner.vfurther, :.stated, that 
either himself or sheriff EL A.- Bryan 
would -file an affidavit against Angus 
Irvine, this afternoon, charging him 
with first degree murder. 


Meanwhile the lad remains in jail 


where 'he was visited by his mother, 
Mrs. Annie Irvine, who came ' over 
from Columbus last night. 


Mrs. Irvine stated that her reason 


for running away from home, and leav- 
ing her children with their father was 
because she could not bear his inhu- 
man and brutal treatment any longer. 


She stated that the climax 
was 


reached about three weeks ago, when 
there was\. an unusually ctormy scene 
'at the home, in whicS1 he treated her 
brutally and shamefully and she ran 
away. 


Since she left, the father of 
the 


children had been pestering ' Angus 
and his sister Elizabeth, both of whom 
live in Newark, having been driven 
away from home several years ago', to 
tell him where their mother was. 


This4 they refused to do, because 


they feared he would induce the moth- 
er to return home and they feared for 
her safety. 


"I went to Columbus an was nursing 


a sick woman at 1157 Willard-st," said 
Mrs. Irvine. 


"On Monday Angus came to me and 


stayed until Tuesday. He was greatly 
agitated and bore his father a feeling 
of hatred because he had been so bru- 
tal to me, but I finally exacted 
a 


promise from him that -le would do 
his father no bodily injury and he 
returned home Tuesday noon." 


When asked if the father had ever 


mistreated the boy Angus, and If so 
whether or not the mistreatment re- 
sulted in the boy's crippled condition, 
the mother replied: 


"Yes, I don't know which particular 


kick or beating caused the affliction, 
but I am impressed that the, .many 
beatings his father gave him was the 
cause rather than any one blow. My 
boy has been paralyzed in his lower 
limbs from the time he was four years 
old, a period o fseventeen years and 
he Is able to get around only by the 
aid of crutches. 
He has earned his 


own living away from1 home, having 
been driven away, for the past four 
years. 


"During that time he has been home 


but a very few times, and then when 
his father was away. 


"I am-so shocked over the horrible 


affair_ that I can hardly realise it all.

"Not to my knowledge." 
Sullivan said his assistant, Martin 


J. Jewell, of New York, was left to fin- 
ish' the Investigation. Jewell said he 
found irregularities in purchases of 
shipping board supplies and the dis- 
posal of supplies, which in some cases 
founcl their way to private boats, and 


j that such things as he found irregular 
,he reported to Captain 
Charles H. 


Yates, managing agent of the U. S. 
shipping board at New York. 


"In thQ purchase of $10,825 worth 


of condensed milk we found this could 
have been purchased direct from man- 
ufacturing distributors at a saving of 
$2450," Jewell said. 


"Wo found that a shipping board 


employe received commissions on this 
purchase, one payment being $200." 


The witness said checkers aboard 


the shipping board vessels did not 
weigh up supplies or check as to 
quality." 


"Orders often were 
placed 
with 


firms which had only 'desk room' and 
no supplies, and bids were Ignored 
from manufacturers or 
wholesalers 


whose bids were lower." 


Jewell stated "On this Investigation 


we merely scratched the surface, be- 
ing called off by the treasury depart- 
ment which told us the shipping board 
would conduct It's own Investigation.

GENEVA, Nov. 19—George Nlcboll 


Barnes, a laborite member of the 
British parliament, speaking in( behalf 
of the world's workers today »urg&d 
tlie league of nations assembly to ad- 
mit Germany to the league as soon as 
possible. 


Barnes who was a former member' 


of the British ministry, said it is tlie' 
view of British workers that all their 
former enemies should be admitted to 
the league as speedily as possible.

Barnes spoke' at great length and 


after he had finished there was scat- 
tered appla\ise from the delegates. He 
pointed out that all of the enemies of 
Germany ""with the exception of 
the. 


United States and Russia are member* 
of the league and that the presence 
of America in the league is greatly de- 
sired. 


"In both the financial and labor, 


conferences Germany has shown .wil-- 
llngness to do her share," Bald Barnes. 


The committee, on applications for

and the possibility that America may 
enter the league at a later date if the 
covenant is revised, influential dele- 
gates are counseling delay in admit- 
ting Germany.

Germany has aent a' 


note to the league of nations announc- 
ing that »ue will consider the treaty 
broken unless the league takes the 
mandatory for the former

Germany wants the league to admin- 


ister the affairs of the colonies, accord- 
Ing to the treaty. The German note 
Is said to make the claim that-Ger- 
many will reserve to herself the right 
to break the peace treaty unless her 
suggestion regarding the mandates is 
favorably received. 


Great Britain, France, Spain 
and 


Belgium have notified the league that 
they are putting troops at its disposal 
for use In the Vllna district to main- 
tain order during the forthcoming 
plebiscite. 


Vilna Is in Lithuania, but is claimed 


•by both Poland and Lithuania. 


The city was recently occupied by 


Polish forces under General Seling- 
nowski, who set up a government. 
This is the first time that the league 
has decided to use troops and It is 


j possible that other nations may sup- 
ply soldiers to join the 
forces 
at 


Vilna. 


Reports are current, that the troops 


thus used may form tho nucleus of a 
standing league army for pollca duty 
in various parts of the world.
